Inhuman Elbe Passengers Tried 
to Prevent Her Being Saved. 


STORY OF THE ONLY WOMAN RESCUED 
FROM THE SHIP, 


— 


Emperor William Displeased That Only 
One Woman Should Be Saved— The 
Crathie Officers, Judicially Examined, 
Claim They Did Not Know They Sank 
a Vessel—A Sad Story Concerning 
One of the Lost Passengers. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—Miss Anna Buckner, 
the only woman saved from the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Elbe, in an interview 
added the following to a statement she al- 
ready made about the disaster. Miss Buck- 
ner says that when the first boat capsized 
she swam until she caught one of the oars 
of the other boat, which had been launched, 
and then somebody on board the latter craft 
shouted: Push her off.“ She also says they 
tried to push her off, but she held on so 
firmly to the oar that she was finally pulled 
on board. 

Continuing, Miss Buckner says that the 

officers of the Elbe miscalculated the time 
that the steamer could keep afloat. 
The skipper of the fishing smack Compe- 
tition, which has arrived at Lowestoft, has 
reported that in addition to a mail bag, he 
saw near the scene of the collision a quan- 
tity of wreckage, apparently from a big 
steamer, and he picked up a platform used 
for painting ships’ sides. 

Messrs. Hoffman, Schiegel and Vever, 
survivors of the Elbe disaster, sail for New 
York to-day from Liverpool on board the 
Cunard steamship Umbria. 

The German sulate has received a 
message from Emperor William, in which 
the latter is said to have expressed surprise 
and displeasure at the fact that only one 
woman was rescued from among the pas- 
sengers of the Elbe.

COST OF A KISS 


Landlord Carpenter Must Pay 
$2,500 for One He Stole. 


Snatched It From the Ruby Lips 
of Mrs. Sarah Pierce. 


ANOTHER WOMAN SAW HIM DO IT AND 
TESTIFIED IN COURT. 


Case Was Tried in the Circuit Court at 
Clayton—Jury Promptly Returned a 
Verdict in Favor of the Fair Plaintiff— 
Another Damage Suit. 


In the eyes of the law, when A. B. Car- 
penter stole an unwilling’ kiss from Mrs. 
Sarah M. Pierce he committed an assault 
upon her, and by the hand of the law, for 
his ungallant doing, he will be obliged to 
pay her as a balm for her wounded honor 
$2,500. This seems a large sum of money to 
part with for the pleasure of just one kiss, 
especially when it is remembered that these 
favors may be obtained gratis if sought 
after in the proper manner, but Mr. Carpen- 
ter was injudicious. He grabbed it from one 
unsmitten with his charms, one whose kisses 
belonged to another, and now the courts 
have mulcted him right seriously. 

The offense for which Mr. Carpenter will 


now have to pay so dearly occurred on Aug. 
2, 1892, and the legal proceedings arising 
from it have been dr ng along ever since. 
After listening to all the evidence, a jury in 
the St. Louis County Circuit Court returned 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for $2,500, 
just half the sum asked for. The case was 
a most stubbornly contested one. It had 
been tried once before and resulted in a 
hung jury. This time Lawyer Edmond A. 
B. Garesche had his case in better shape. 
He was opposed by Marshall F. McDonald 
and R. Lee Mudd, but he succeeded in se- 
aes a verdict for his fair and indignant 
client.

BY INCENDIARIES. 


It Is Believed the Cleveland 
Deaconess Home Was Burned. 


CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 2.—Testimony 

of a startling nature was given to-day at the 
Coroner’s inves tion of the Deaconess 
Home holocaust, in which four persons lost 
their lives yesterday. The police have taken 
charge of the burned building and a search 
is ng made for three men who are sup- 
posed to know something about the origin 
of the fire. 
Mies Anna Sommers, acting matron of 
the Home, testified that an explosion took 
place preceding the fire, and the entire 
house was wrapped in flames and smoke 
almost immediately. She said three men 
had been loitering. around the house for 
several days. When the fire broke out 
she rushed to the front door and found 
these same men in the yard. They paid no 
attention to her frantic ls for help in 
getting out the patients. e explosion was 
evidently in the basement in or near the 
furnace, as the registers were blown from 
their places. 

The lice are very reticent, but it is evi- 
dent the are working on the ~~ age” A that 
the fire had an incendiary origin. It was 
shown at the investigation that the burned 
building was without fire escapes of any 
kind, in direct violation of the State law. 
Wm. Alimeier, one of the patients who was 
burned to death, it was stated, was strapped 
to his bed when the fire broke out, bei un- 
der treatment for a broken hip. Minnie 
Baumer, the brave nurse was endeavoring 
to unloosen the straps which bound All- 
meier when she was overcome by the smoke 
and lost her life rather than desert her pa- 
tient.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2—The latest 
developments in Hawaii, as contained in 
the Associated Press’ Auckland, New Zea- 
land, dispatches, was agreeable. news to 
Mr. Thurston, the Minister of that country 
at the capital of the United States.

nickel, if the passenger service in and out 
of the city was what it should be they could 

t along very comfortably with the Union 

tation. 

Most of the communications suggest 
means for improving the train service. On 
the Missouri Pacific the plan suggested 
by the Post-Dispatch, that the oe 
accommodation leave at 3 instead of 5:25 p. 
m. and that the 6:20 Kirkwood express 
run through to Pacific, meets with general 
approval. Communications from people 
living out on the Frisco ask that the 5:25 
p. m. train to Pacific leave from an hour 
to two hours earlier, People living at the 
small stations out on the Burlington and 
the Wabash are asking for trains to leave 
St. Louis at an earlier hour, while from 
along nearly every road running East come 
communications suggesting earlier trains 
out in the afternoon and later trains in 
in the morning. 

THE PUBLIC AROUSED. 

Many of these communications are quite 
lengthy and go into details, so that to 
publish the full list would be impossible, 
but the very fact that people take the 
trouble to propose these plans for bettering 


the service, so that people can get in and 
out of the city, shows that the public is 
aroused to the need of improvement in this. 
particular. It shows that the public ap- 

reciates the fact that the train service 
S poor and that it should be improved. 
Of course, each town would like to see the 
change made for the best possible accom- 
modation of that particular town, but all 
make the main feature a betterment of the 
service in and out of St. Louis. 

St. Louis is the metropolis of the South- 
west and it will always be so in spite of 
the fact that the railroads seem to do all 
they can to make it appear otherwise. For 
hundreds, yes thousands of miles, people 
draw their supplies from and through St. 
Louis. Within a radius of 100 miles people 
speak of St. Louis as the city.” When 
they say they are going to the city“ they 
have no place in mind but St. Louis. — 
very fact that they speak of St. Louis in 
this familiar way shows the closeness they 
feel toward it. hey depend upon its mar- 
kets and shops for everything they need, 
and take almost as much pride in its pros- 
perity as do the citizens themselves. 


MIGHT BE CLOSER. 

But the relations between St. Louis, her 
merchants and people with the dwellers 
of the smaller surrounding towns might 
be much closer. If the means of communi- 
cation between St. Louis and the near-by 
towns were better the relations could be 


made so close that these towns and the peo- 
ple living therein would be almost a part 
and parcel of the city. Such ‘a relation 
would mean thousands of dollars annually 
into the pockets of the railroads. It would 
increase the commercial importance of St. 
Louis and would give the railroads not 
only more people to carry, but would in- 
crease their freight receipts. This close re- 
lationship would be a mutual benefit to 
all parties concerned. 

The first step toward making communica- 
tion between St. Louis and the surrounding 
towns more perfect and more satisfactory 
is the putting on of early afternoon trains 
out of St. Louis, which will permit people 
to leave the city”’ in time to get home for 
supper. A service early enough to allow 
people to leave before they become tired 
out and disgusted with the city and vow 
they will never come again. If the rail- 


roads saw fit they could inaugurate such a 


service at once. Every one wants it, and 
what every one wants they should have.

NATURALIZATION PAPERS. 


Some Adverse Criticism of Judge Mac- 
Adam's Ruling. 


The refusal of Judge MacAdam of the 
Superior Court of New York to naturalize 
anyone on the ground that the United States 
courts should do this and his action in hav- 
ing a court officer tear up the naturalization 
papers of John J. Kelly, related in the tele- 
graphic dispatches,were subjects of adverse 
comment by the bar and bench of this city. 
Judge Withrow, whcse opinion on the orig- 
inal position of Judge MacAdam was asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, said: It seems 
to me a Judge should execute the law as 
he finds it, not as he thinks it might be. 
The States gave the Congress the exclusive 
right of enacting naturalization laws. The 
Congress has designated United States Cir- 
cuit and District Courts of the United States, 
the Circuit and Supreme Courts of the Ter- 
ritories and all courts’ of record having 
common law jurisdiction in any of the States 
as the proper tribunals to grant naturaliza- 
tion papers. The Congress. had the right to 
impose this duty upon these courts. How, 
then, can a Ju refuse to give justice in 
this more than in other matters? He should. 
do his duty or resign.”’
